Sanitary report from Rio — Yellow fever and beriberi prevalent. 

Rio de Janeiro, May 6, 1898. 

Sir : I have the honor to transmit the reports for the last two weeks, 
ended April 29 : 

There were during the last week 365 deaths from all causes, a decrease 
of 65 compared with the foregoing week ; 61 deaths from yellow fever, 
a decrease of 76 ; 20 deaths from accesso pernicioso, a decrease of 10 ; 
1 death from typhoid fever, a decrease of 2 ; 1 death from whooping 
cough, an increase of 1 ; 14 deaths from beriberi, a decrease of 6, and 
50 deaths from tuberculosis, an increase of 5. 

General information. — Since many weeks, there has been a want of 
rain. Only on one or two days did we have any slight showers ; too 
insignificant, however, to effect any alteration in the temperature. 
Although the summer season is already far enough advanced, the daily 
temperature has remained latterly about the same. In such conditions, 
therefore, no real change of the state of health can be observed. The 
continued dry weather and the consequent want of water are felt in a 
disagreeable manner both as regards public and private hygiene. The 
generally good water supply of Rio de Janeiro is not sufficient in such 
extraordinary circumstances, chiefly because the city has extended con- 
siderably since the aqueduct was constructed.
